G(Hldard'8 reputation rested on his 
success in defeating a dozen loeul men, 
in securing a draw with Peter JaekBon 
in eijjht rounds and in whipping Joe 
' OhoyinBki twice in four munds each 
time. Maher'8 standing was made in 
Btopping two poor figliterH iu one nij-ht 
at Sladi.Hou Square (harden. He ' after- 
wards met Bob Fitz-'^immona in Nev 
Orleans and sliowed himself to be a 
thorough "(luitter," as the fighters say. 
Such bets as were put out before last 
night varied from 2 to 1, to .'5 to 4. Qod- 
dard waa always the favorite. 

There wa« a very goal tight in the 
ring at Coney Island before the big go 
between a couple of 115 pound boys. 
Bamey Mullins, of New Yorlc am' 
Jerry Snllivnn, of Brooklyn, who 
scrapped ten rounds, as thev had form- 
erly done in the amatetir rauKsaud drew 
blood and black marks freely. Mullins 
won according to Referee P. P. Dooo- 
hne'a just vertHct. 

It was 0:40 wiien .Toe Goddard, wear- 
ing around his trunks the colors that 
the Columbia Athletic dnb, of New 
York, ha<l presented lum, appeared in 
the ring. Jim Gibbons, of Passaic, N. 
J.; Billy Madden, Alexander (xregKains, 
of San Francisco, and J.ou Morris, of 
the Columbia Athletic club, were after 
him. There was hardly a ripple of hand 
clapping when he came before the 
crowd. WhAn Maher came on a great 
cheer went up. Maher'a handlers were 
Jack McVay, of Philadelphia, CorbettV 
former co-worker; "Buffalo" Costello. 
Greggains' recent opponent; Jimmy 
Carrdl, of lirooklyn, wad Billy Mc- 
Ghwtb, of Dublin, liyur wore his 
usual green trunks. 

The weights of the men were given 
out officiaUy as : Maher, 176; Goddard, 
187. Maher probably weighed 180 and 
Goddard IWi. Maher won the toes for 
choice of gloves, and there was another 
noise that showed what a favorite 
Maher was with the mail of epectaturN. 
Johnny Eckhart was referee and Bob 
StoU, of the New York AtUaiie otub 
held the watch. 

First roonu— It was Ughtniog work 
frox9 the vmf ftart. The men went at 
it bammeraBd tongs, slash and crash, 
with Mayer a scienced man and God- 
dard only a bulldog. All for the head. 
A few body blows were Btmck, the two 
or three being given I^Ooddard. Maher 
went dosm to his knees once, but got 
np and tried it again, bnt it was no 
* Qoddai-d landed on him with his 
lit and left, miaring many times, but 
. ing there often enoogh. 
Second round — More pant|ddng and 
smashing. Maher got in a couple of 
beauties on Gk>ddard's face, staggering 
the Anstralian ^h time. Ooddard 
looked a bit groggy after a couple of 
rights on the cheek, but he dung to hia 
meat with a tenacity that can only be 
compared to that of yermip, and 
smashed the biflhmatt on the rlos three 
times before he Isfk flto. Then Maher 
fell to his knees a^n. Peter staid 
down for fom: sec<mds, his head shaking 
like a leaf. Up' he jumped, however, 
and out at Qoudard again. He got in a 
soaker on Qoldard's breast and GPoddard 
fell back to the ropes. Maher ran aftei 
Um, bn( swung his right wildly. Instea<l 
of touching the Barrwr man on the jaw 
he went way beyond his ear. Gk)daard 
dashed at Maher and gave him a fierce 
blow on the breast. Maher fell back 
under its effect, and the bell sounded 
before Goddard could land again. It 
had been a tremendous round. Both 
men had worked apparently for a 
knockout blow, Ooddara in his unolean, 
heavy and strong style, Maher in 
form that showed little of the neatness 
fhialliiB had displayod hef ore, and was 
taMOqiL tox in New York fqr weeks 
tfSfBs arrival from Ireland. 

On fKwning out from their comers for 
the tbW round, Maher looked tiretl; 
Ooddara a^rly. Goddai4yMd|a lead 
for the breast and was nea^ stopped. 
Maher let go Us light, but swung vnde. 
Maher tried the lane thing agam and 
this time caught Gk>ddard on the ear. 
Though the blow was not hard Goddard 
seemra maddened. He dashed at Maher 
and with right and left sad oracked him 
hard on both sides of Idle head. Maher's 
legs began to wobble and Gtoddard dealt 
him a stiff punch on the neck. Mahei 
went down, never to rise again in that 
battle and his nauu) was ''Dennis." 

The ten seconds Were counted and 
Mailer was still on the floor, the final 
blow having been administered fiftv 
seconds from the begginingof the round. 
When Pet*;r did get up he was helped 
over to his c jmer by many hands, none 
more willing than those of Billy Mad- 
den, who was over from 0(xldard's cor- 
ner to assist his whilom protege. Maher 
did not seem to be much done up by the 
experience ho htvd gone through, nor 
did he appear to be especially pained 
mentally. Perhaps the poor fellow did 
not couipieliend tliat he hud been lickoil. 
but auyhuw he smiled i-oniphwenliy 
when told that it was all over. 

Goddard was well w^inded when the 
show was over. He had had some very 
fast rounds i)robably no man, not even 
Choyiuski, liad ever given him such a 
<'ra<'K as that that sent him against the 
ropes in t''e second rouml. Ilia face 
showed that he was surprised at 
Maher's yehemeucv. and this eaa w es sinm 



on his features catised more tnan one 
person to think that Maher, either 
through ignorance or viciousness, had 
attempted to give the Ooddard partv 
the "double cross" and win if he possi- 
bly could. 

The general opinion among sporting 
men, who saw Goddard for the first 
time, is that the Australian will never 
do to fight Corbett or Jackson. With 
all his strength and pluck they say the 
Barrier man would not be in it with 
skill and speed and he had better keep 
his haods out of it.

Mid a Uevolver Were th« 
WMpoat Used. 

Newark, O., Dec. 9.— The authorities 
were notified yesterday that during a 

religious meeting at the Miller chapel, 
in Monrwj township, this county, 
Wednesday night, .l.iuies Needles and 
Frank Lewis (luarreled in the temple 
of worahip, and then without seeking 
the op<?n air, or some less .sacr(>d locali- 
ty, started to fight. Lewis drew a 
razor and slashed Needles across the 
face, cutting his nose in two. 

After his face was laid open from side 
to side. Needles drew a rev(dver ar, I 
opene<i fire on Lewis, one bullet pa.ssiug 
tnrough his cliin from the front ana 
lodging in the ,back of his head. The 
meeting was broken up, and as Nee<lh« 
advanced on Lewis, pistol in hand and 
with the blood spouting from the gash 
across his face, women shrieked and 
fainted, and the whole congregation 
fled in terror when Needles 
began firing. A few of the 
cooler heads turned back to prevent the 
men from slaiighterin« each other in 
front of the puljjit, aii<l disarmed the 
shooter before he o nb'! tinish his man. 
It is believe<l both men wdl die.

Tied Up. 



ABOUr FIVB RmroRBD MEN OUT. 



A Refuial on the Part of the BailroBfl 

riMiipsnjr to Beeoirnlae tli« Order of 
Ballwaf TeUffmphm the Principal 
CanM of Mie Traabl*. 

Chk \(;". Dec. !).— The telr: raph op- 
erators on the R(X'k Island road, with a 
few e?:ceptioiis, obeyed the order of the 
Order of Railroad Telegraphers and 
promptly at 10 o'clock ThuHd^r morn- 
ing left their keys. 

The trouble comps from the refusal of 
the otfu ials of the RtH'k Island to confer 
with a coniinittee of the < h'der of Kail- 
way Tele^^'ia pliers, which for the past 
ten days h:us been tryin;; to niei't the of- 
ficials to discuss ihe st ale of wages au'l 
certain cl-.ai..L;es in worlciuK lumis. 

There wa.-i no great difference on thi se 
points. b\iT )'*.e committee appointed to 
i;nng the ni;ittir before the officers of 
the road w;is ajiiiointcd by the Order of 
Hallway Ti legiMiilu rs, and TU>t by the 
employes of tiie liock Island rcwd, and 
on this account the officers refu8e<l to 
meet it, ;!ithoni;li tlie majority of the 
men on til. inniitfee are employed by 
the Unci; h;i,nid. The officials declared 
they ^VMuM iieat with a committee of 
their own men, liut wouhlnot recognize 
the right of the Order of liailway Teleij;- 
ra pliers to interfere. Tlie refusal to 
recoirni/e the order i>recipitated the 
strike. .Minut ."iiKl men ;ire out. 

The jioint of interest i]e\el<iiied in 
connection with the strihe is the possi- 
bility of the opemtors being joined by 
the members of the other railro.ad labor 
organizations of the R(K'k Island com- 
pany, l^arly in the niorniiig Mr. liai'!- 
sey and several of his colleagues paid a 
visit to the switchmens' heaxhiuarters. 
While no details as to the result of the 
conf»'rence were made i)ublic, it is 
stated generally that the nu etinfC was 
one of the friendliest kind, that what- 
ever action may be necessary on tlie 
part of tlie switchmen to help their 
brother laborers, will be readily per- 
formed. Mr. Ilanisey had also several 
telegraphic communications from the 
chiefs of the viirious railro.ad orders, 
all dealing with the (jm-stion of im- 
mediate interest. It is believed that 
the chiefs will pay a visit to Mr. Ram- 
sey ^^'ithin the next two or three days. 

The following bulletin was issued 
yesterday: 

CnicAOO, Dea & 
All Operators and Dispatchers: 

More than 96 per cent, of the men went 
out; the company e.xiiect the men to weak 
en in three days, btaiid linn for three 
umnths if necessary. Do not be h««Kl- 
winki-d by trains loaded with clerks who 
will stop at your station representinK 
themselves as opemtors. We an sure to 
win. OOMMrmX. 

With reference to the situatioa Mr. 
Ramsey had this to say! "I understand 
the Bock Island management have 
started an office at the Union hotel for 
the. pnrpoee of receiving amlications 
from and employing non-muon oper- 
ators. If such operators be employed 
we can not piwent trouble. The mem- 
bers of the various other railroad organ* 
izatious, such as switchhuen, looomotive 
engineers, firemen, eto., would decline 
to perform any work on telegrams re- 
ceived from such employes; therefore, 
there would be a tie-up much worse than 
that which would follow from the strike 
of the operators. I regret the attitude 
which Mr. St. John has assumed. I am 
told that he is perfectly fair-minded. I 
suppose he has been misled by some of 
his subordinate ofSdals.'* 



Bepovts trom Denver. 

Denver, Dec. 9.— The Rock Island 
telegraphers went out all along the line 
yesfamuur. Immediately Superintendr 
ent Swut instmoted all linemen to cut 
out aU instruments where the operators 
ha^ struck. He silso sent a massage in- 
structing all operatON to be reaay to 
leave their positions aa soon wi » travel- 
ing auditor reached their station. It 
was said at the Rook Island once here 
that a special train had left Gbicago 
vdth an. auditor and a new openRor on 
hoard for every station wMa t&e men 
have gone out. 

Division Superintendent Hubbell, of 
the western division of the Bock Island, 
says only five are out on the 840 miles of 
road unaer his control and that trains 
are in no way affected. 

The Rock Island eastbound train did 
not go out last night, owing tothaUook- 
ade and strike combined. 

Thus flar there are no signs of trouble 
on the- Union Pacific, over which the 
Rock IC^And comes into Denver. 



TOPKA, Dec. 9.— The telegraph oper- 
ators md train disnatohers on the Kan- 
saa and Nebraska oivision of the Bock 
Idaad wont out at 10 o'clock yesterday 
morning, in oomplianoe with the ordeis 
sent ont Wadnesdaj nl|^t. hjt Chief 
Bamsey. One of the strikers said: 

"One hundred and thirty-seven oper- 
ators out of a possible 800 are out and 
will stax <n^>aMU ordared back." 

GkouMl BttiMriBtaDdant Daalu, of 
the Bock Island, said: '*I dont know 
how many operators are OBt. WAwere 
expecting the strike and were nrepared 
for it by having men readyto take the 
places of all the strikers. The men here 
nave no grievaaoes of their own." 

This last statement was denied by a 
striker, who saidr "We want bet- 
ter wages. Santa Fa and UnioB Padflo 
men get $80 for the sauMWOikwedo 
for |8o.

other just before noon. Thev are ihe 
Washington "Flyer," the Som Tville 
expre,-s a' d the Long Uriincli train. 
They were slightly (lelaycd vesterday 
by the Central ferryboat orashmg into a 
freight scow in tiie foi;. 

The W'i.sliington " flyer'" passed Dan- 
forth avenue at ll:.-)'^; five tninuves later 
the Somerville evjiress. As it readied 
the station (Where it did not stop), En- 
ninet^r VVolverton saw a woman lyinir 
bes'.ue the track. Thinking siie iiad l)"t.'i. 
struck liy the Wa.-hingt(m train he 
s1o]ip»'d his train and two hands went 
back to pii'k her uji. She proved to bean 
invalid who was cros.-^inic the traek .anil 
who had faiMed from fright. The 1 l ain 
hands assisted h(<r to the station, and at 
this point she dinai>peara from the story. 
All tliat can lie learned of her is that 
the lives oi. i'e.irsall avenue. 

As the U\:iU hands went hack to their 
train and l>nj?ineer Wolverton was 
about to s?a; L there was a sud<len blow- 
ing of whistles iu the fog back in the 
rear, and then the Long Rrjiiu-h train 
< riLslied into the Snmmerville e.vjircHs. 
the liM'omotive completely telesconin>r 
the rear car. Tlie shock was so sudden 
tliat the Loin? Brani-li train was briaiudit 
to a standstill, the locomotive remain- 
imc eniliidded in the car it struck. The 
car ■ pliiit' red tri'iii end tn end. 

The 1 1 iL:lit> iied pii.sst'nKers shrieked 
and eiiiii a\ i d to escape, but there 
was no chai CI' tor that. The local sta- 
tion master siunmoiied the police and 
all the avaih.ble forc^. The ambulance 
corps and city physicians were soon on 
the scene. But the rescue was begun 
by citizens. It waa found that no one 
was killed, but fourteen persons were 
injured.

Julia Ciilroy, aged twenty-two. of 
Elizabeth, N. J., struck by a splinter, 
which was driven through her groin. 
She is at the Jersey City hospitiil. She 
may recover. 

Feindel, aged thirty, of .Som- 
erville, compound fracture of the leg 
and slight fractvire of the skull. He is 
unconscious. 

George Lawson, of Elizabeth, in- 
ternal injuries; still unconscious. 

W. F. Martin, of Brooklyn; B. Cher- 
wcKxl, of New York; C. J. Joseph, of 
Hazelton. Pa.; Orlando Demnrest, of 
New York: K. E. Runvan, of Plainfield,

Armory Burned. 
Clevblamd, Dec. ll.— Fire broke out 
in the city armory at 10:30 yesterday. 
The firemen were unable, owing to nie 
dense smoke and intense heat, to get 
water turned on the burning building 
until the lire had raged twenty minutes. 
When they ha»l succeed e<l the armory 
was practically a total loss. The loss 
to the Fifth regiment is |90,000. on 
which there is no insurance. The 
Grays' loss wiis about $50,000, on which 
there was S'.;;{,0(K) insurance. The loss 
to the artillery company was about 
$5,000, uninsured. The loss on tli» 
building is estimated at |80,000, there 
being no insurance.

Jefferson viLLE, Ind., Dec. 9.— The 
citizens of Memphis, this county, and 
the surrounding country, are considera- 
bly interested in what appears to l)e a 
natural gaa upheaval.

Paris, Dec. 9.— The propoeal to abol- 
ish the l^iiit^Hl StateH diplomatic Benr- 
ice, statt'd last inotith in Home American 
joornaU, and the fact that Prwddent- 
elect develand will soon be called ou 
toftppc^t SQCoefliors to most of the in- 
cninbmitt of the American legation?, 
luM directed considerable attention in 
Borope to the subject. A well known 
foreign diplomate said Thursday to the 
AModatea Press representative: 

"The propositioii to merge the Amer- 
ican diplomatic service into the consu- 
lar service is, when viewed from n Eu- 
ropean standpoint, perfectly al>Huv(!. 
and is, moreover, quite impracticable. 
'Vfhy, here in France, tha forei{m office 
wUl nave na communication with a coii- 
■iil general or a consul. 

"U, for example, the United States 
oooaol ganeral in this city was to write 
ft letter to H. Bibot. the reply would be 
•ddreiMd to the United States minister 
lad eent to the American legation. 
The Washington state department, I 
understand, onoetried at Constantinople 
this hybrid eerrlee, tar oonflding to the 
leoretarr of the kganoB there consular 
duties, but the attempt had to be 
abandoned. 

"I notice also that the orltics of th" 
United States diplomatio service say 
that only wealthy men can succeed 
•lliroad as ministers. This is a grave 
mistake. Some of the best ministers 
'that ever presided over United States 
.legattona in Europe, men who made the 
lomigest impression at the forei^ 
oOice and in mplomatio and oflBdal cir- 
cles, were, I am told, comparatively 
poor men. 

"No United States minister to France 
ever stood hdsher in the French official 
worlA than lur. MoLane, wholived very 
quietly and entertained little. Let me 
dte another example taken from an- 
other country. M. Kern, the well 
known Swiss statesman who represented 
his conntiy at Paris for twenty-five 
years or more, probably never gave a 
diniler party aunng an that time, and 
iret be was the moet influential meni- 
er of the diulomatio oorpe.**

States minister here, uid ain. Coolidge 
are giving a snies of dinner parties to 
Hm oiplomatid and oflldal wond and to 
Uie leading members of the American 
odony.
